Editor Kaws: 

It appears that the recent discuss- 
ion of the i^^ad question through the 
columns of your paper has aroused 

quite an interest on that subject in 
this county and I liave been asked by 
tifty or more persons within tlw last 
few days to express my views of ttiat 
subject. So if you will be so kind as 
to allow me space I will say a few 
words. 

I will sayin the beginning that 1 am 
strictly opposed to bonding the county 
for any purpose wlntafcr. Bee an se in 

the first place there is no neces.sity for 
it at present; and secondly liecause 
that is one of the most costly ways in 
which money could be raised. For as 
lias been well said by other writers, 
county bonds rarely ever sell at par 
and then some broker must he paid 
for selling chem, Thus the people are 
called upon to pay a higher rate of in- 
terest on the money thus obtained 
from the sale of bonds than could be 
collected from them sliould they bor- 
row money on their indttvidual securi- 
ty. And as a bond is simply a mort- 
gage in disguise when the county is- 
sues bonds every man's property is 
bound for the debt. And in the few 
years that I have been practicing law 
and thus obtaining an insight of the 
workings of the various methods of 
business my observation has been that 
mortgaged property never sells for its 
full valna, imd in many in s ta nce s I 
have known property to decrease as 
much as 50 per cent, on account of be- 
ing encumbered. And by the way itis 
not necessary to go to Taylor and 
Green counties to get examples of the 
effect of encumbering property. But 
just go the records of the Adair Cir- 
cuit Court and you will find all of the 
evidence you need. And if a private 
mofflffaga will nib avan widawa and 
orphans of a home, is it possible to 
paint a public mortgage as black as it 
reaBy W ¥m a pnbHemortgi^ under 
the disguise of bond is ten fold more 
dangerous than a private mortgage. 
So never, never bond the county for 
any purpose. 

I do not believe there is a man in 
the county who believes in good roads 
stroi^ar than I do, but I b^va we 
can get them without creating a debt 
that must eventually bankrupt the 
county. I further beliCTa that If the 
money that is today being collected 
f rom tl le people was j udiciously ex pend- 
ed on the roads in less than ten years 
we would have excellent roads. I be- 
lieve that the County Judge could 
well atford to assume the duties of 
Bead Supervisor without any material 
increase in salary. And should those 
additional duties prove to l)e too bur- 
densome for that ofBcer the Oounty 
Attorney could assist him. And while 
it is a fact that neither of these otlieers 
receive a large salary, I am sure tliat 
they would willingly perform these ad- 
ditional duties without extra pay. 
Then select a good public spirited citi- 
zen in each community to act as over- 
seer to direct the work of the hands 
on liis particular section o f road, 
furnish him with plenty of good tools: 
expend the eighteen hundred or more 
dollars that is now being paid to tlie 
Road Engineer and his deputies each 
year in filling up mud-holes and put- 
t ing on gravel or stone and I am sure 
i t hat the gentleman who would not 
i undertake to haul the twelve hundred 
' pounds to Falrplay the other day will 
soon be asking for tliree ttiou^sand 
pounds for a load. But we may em- 
ploy a dozen Bngineers at ^hih) or more 
per year and furnish ttiem one thou- 
sand assistants to ride around at $1 per 
day, but we will never have good roads 
until somebody goes to work to make 
tliem. Expert advice and good Engi- 
! neering may assist but it is going to 
; take muscle and will to make roads. 
I So let us expend some of the money 
i that we are now paying for advice 
! for work and I am sure that even 
j those who now favor bonds will be 
I more optimistie. 

j I liave been in many sections of the 
' county lately and have taltced with 
many men but liave not found a single 
man outside of (Mumbia who favors 
bonds. I have talked with practically 
every candidate for a county office and 
believe that before the Primary they 
will be as a unit, opposed to bonds. 
Thus I am not by myself when 1 op- 
pose the issuing of bonds. And I trust 
that all good citizens will stand by m* 
in-opposing the creation of a debt that 
would be sure to cause our property 
lo ilstiiaswo in imlnn "i deht that this 
generatior" could never pay, and that 
would be a burden to our children and 
tha f utoia gaaaratloas.

Editor News - 

Having received so many ioquuiea 
fraadiflsraDt porthmsaC the coonty 

relative to the provisieaaof thelaw in 
regard to bonds for road purposes, I 
deem it my duty to make a statement 
through the columns of tlie News, 
hoping thereby to clearify the nuddle 
which we seem to liave gotten into. 
A great deal has besa wrItMB aai 
more has been said, upon the subject 
but no one thus far, so far as I hava 
observed, haa nndortaksa to laOmm 
the people just what steps are neces- 
sary to be taken in order to bring 
about a bead issoe. I think whsatha 
people thoroughly understand what 
legal steps must be liad in order to 
make an issue before the people thai 
they w ill cease to have any feaiatlMl 
there will be any bond issue. 

The last legislature enacted a new 
road law which, among other things^ 
provides that one hundred and fifty 
legal voters of tlie county, who are 
land owDHS, way pstitloB the county 
court to call an election for the pur- 
pose of taking the sense of the votaca 
of the county on the qnsstiea of 
whether they favor the issual 
of bonds for the purpose of building 
roads. Should a petition of this kind 
be riled in the count> court it wooM 
be the duty of the court to enter SA 
order calling an election, and causing 
a poll to bS opened in each votioc 
precinct in the county, at which elec- 
tion all the voters of the county 
would have an opportunity to votaen 
the question. 

This election would have to be call- 
ed and held at a time when no other 
question would be submitted, and 
would have to be held not less than 
sixty days after entering the order 
calling tha alsetioo. Due aattea 
would have to be given of said elec- 
tion by publication in a newspaper, 
and hf pU s ia peslid up at flsar 
places in each voting precinct. 

At said election, and before tha 
proposition coold ba dsdarsd carrlad, 
two-thirds of all the votes cast at 
said election would|iuiTa to ba east In 
favor of said bonds. 

Nona a( these steps hava been taken 
and none are lilcely to he taken, be- 
cause tlie first step« is the petition, 
and judging from npmsisaa whleii 
I have heard, the necessary number 
of voters who favored the proposition, 
could notba foond in this cooa^ to 
sign a petition. 

The people in this county seem to be 
unanimous in their opposition to 
bonds, and they ought to ba, because 
a careful study of the 'luestion will 
convince any one wlio is familiar with 
thacontftloaslii tMs county ttiat a 
bond issue would he a very unwise 
step. Adair county is a large county 
in area, and haa within its bordea 
six hundred milsB and sMva of poUie 
road. 

The taxable list of Adair county 
only «2,8U0.0:i0. 

The maximuin limit of I>ond.-5. un- 
der the constitution, that Adair coun- 
ty cottid issue would ba Mm sum <rf 
tUCiKti'. This amount would not 
build seveuty-tive miles of good road. 

Should bonds be issued a tax levy off 
twenty cents on each one hundred 
dollars of taxable property would have 
to be levied, as is provided by law, to 
pay the interest ou these bonds, a 
greater levy than this is not provided 
for by law. The interest ou this 
amount of bonds at six per cent., pes 
annum, would be iO i.Oo. Tlie assesa* 
able list of the couuLy, would raids 
«.>,«oo per year. Thla would lack 
^•J.^OO of raising enougli eacli , ear to 
pay the interest, and the debt would 
beeoBM iarger each year instead of 
smallar. 

No funds would thea be available to 
keep these roads in repair after they 

had been built by bund issue, and the 
other live hundred ir.iies of road could 
tiave no funds appropriated to them 
stall. 

I might further suggest that ro ids 
built by bond issue witli no fund:* to 
keep them in repair. It would only ba 
a short while until these roads would 
be in as bad condition as the rest of 
the roads, and we would hava on onr 
hands bonds but no roads. 

Our only remedy on the road ques- 
tion IS to get a road law enacted that
